Circumstances rather than in- 
herent badness of character have largely made 
them what they are, and many good men, against 
whom the breath of suspicion has never arisen, 
would themselves have been criminals in the light 
of the law under similar circumstances. When the 
news of the late Conemaugh disaster reacied a cer- 
tain Pennsylvania penitentiary, the prisoners, from 
their hard-earned savings from overwork, immedi- 
ately brought forward a total of $500 and gave it as 
an offzring from the heart as well as from the hand. 
Such i:.cidents should deepen our charity for the 
unfortunate, and they go far to justify the heroic ef- 
forts put forth for the reformation of the criminal 
classes.

T is affirmed that the P -pe seriously contemplates 

anabandounms nt of the Vatican and his residence 
in the Eternal Ci‘y, and that he will take up his 
palatial residence in Spain. We really wish he 
might do just this thing, and we, feel certain that 
very special relief would cme tlerefrom to the 
Italian king. But the obj. ct of the removal is to 
excite sympathy for himself as one exiled from his 
rightful realm. This piea, however, will not work, 
and the sooner the Pope tests the fact the better for 
all concerned. It can never be made to appear to 
the crowned heads of the world that the papal chief 
is in any sense a forced prisoner or that he is subject 
to any measure of persecution from the Italian 
king. The people of Italy, it will be found, though 
Catholic, are in sympathy with their civil head, 
and would no more think of surrendering Rome 
than Americans wou'd think of surrendering 
Washington. Even his priesthood, not only in 


Italy as a whole, but in the old papal territory, 
have little sympathy with the restoration idea. On 
the question of abaudoning the Temp:ral power, 
and before the abandonment of it, a bedy of 10,000 
Italian Catholic priests voted Yes. There is no 
reason for believing that this feeling has changed 
since 1870. The restoration can be made only by 
the interference of foreign powers; and there is no 
more likelihood of this than of the sun’s fail- 


ing.

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WHAT SHALL I DO TO BE SAVED? 

Salvation is the most important theme for sinful 
men. The one who has transgressed God’s holy 
law, who has not met all his obligations to God, 
and knows that the ‘‘ wages of sin is death,’’ must 
be interested in learning that there is a way of es- 
cape from this awful effect of sin. 

We can understand more easily what is necessary 
to being saved if we understand clearly the situ- 
ation. God is the Creator and rightful Ruler of the 
human family. Men should be true and loyal sub- 
jects; ‘‘ this is the whole duty of man.’”’ In this 
condition the power of God, the great King, is 
vouchsafed for the protection and salvation of 
every one of his subjects. But ‘sin entered the 
world and death bysin.’? There was and is re- 
bellion against the government of God. Men have 
become enemies to God, warring against him, and 
have thus placed themselves beyond the obligation 
of the great King to protect or save. Their ‘‘sins 
have separated between them and God.’’ Their 
time, strength, and talents are used, or rather 
wasted, in this wicked warfare. This warfare, too, 
is a spirit or heart warfare. It is not the oath or 
blasphemy of the lips; it is of the spirit or heart 
that tondemns. The insane man who may swear 
is not considered a criminal because of the words 
his lips form. He may be in his sane hours a true 
lover of the Lord. Now, the thing to be done is to 
become again a true and loyal subject of the King, 
and to get rid of the sin and evil of rebellion. 
Rebels have no claims upon the government against 
which they rebel. Their only hope lies in the 
mercy or grace of the King. ‘* By grace are ye 
saved.’? Although man has rebelled against God, 
yet he offers to restore him to citizenship by freely 
forgiving all his wrongs. What an unmerited 
favor it is that God sent his Son, Jesus Christ, intc 
the world to offer pardon to all mankind, God not 
being willing that any should perish, but that all 
should live. But that man may receive this par- 
don he must, of course, believe the word of the 
Ambassador, or there would be no hope of forgive- 
ness, ‘** By grace ye are saved through faith.’’ 
This is not merely an intellectual faith, but itisa 
heart faith. ‘‘For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness.”’ It is also a * faith that works 
by love and purifies the heart.’”? Thus believing in 
Chrisi’s offer of pardon, freely and fully, there will 
spring up withia the heart a ‘‘godly sorrow for sin 
that need not be repented of.’”’ By grace, then, 
through faith, coupled with genuine heart repent- 
auce, man is brought again into covenant relation 
with God. He becomes a Christian, worthy of fall 
Christian fellowship. He becomes a fellow-citizen 
in the kingdom of God. 

Has obedience anything to do with man’s for- 
giveness? No, it has not. A full and perfect 
obedience is what man should render every mo- 
ment. If amancan only make current expenses 
how can he hope ever to be able to pay any debts? 

The debts must be forgiven. After man has 
done his whole duty he is an unprofitable servant. 
This is only what he ought todo. Has obedience 
no reward? Yes, most assuredly. It saves from 
present sinning. The man who pays his current 
expenses, contracting no debts, receives the reward 
of hislabor. When man doe3 his duty faithfully 
and well, sins do not accumulate against him. But 
for the very least sin he never can make up, he 


must be forgiven. 
What are the Christian duties of man? They are 


many and various. The parent has duties; the 
child has duties; the citizon has duties; the layman 
has duties; the minister has duties, and these all 
differ. Each one’s duty is made known to him by 
the Word of God, the Bible, guided by the Holy 
Spirit. Of course, the man must be honest with 
his God and with himself. 

_As to the ordinances of the Church—baptism, 
communion, and, as some believe, feet-washing— 
they are on a plane with other duties. They have 
nothing to do with the forgiveness of sin. If they 
have, then forgiveness doss not rest in the power 
and free grace of God, but in the hands of the ad- 
ministrator of these ordinances. Again, if they are 
essentials to forgiveness, then some one mode of ad- 
ministration must be the mode. Every one must 
repent alike and every one must believe in Christ. 


So every one would have to be baptizad the same 
way, and partake of the communion the same way.

But a few 
months ago her hostility was plainly manifested 
when an encyclical letter by the Pope was read in 
the Catholic pulpits of America. That letter con- 
tained a clause denouncing the public schools. 
Think of it! The head of a church, which is 
largely responsible for the mental and moral degra- 
dation of Spain, Italy, Mexico, and the Centr«l and 
South American states, attacking the schools of an 
enlightened Republic! But the reason is obvious: 
ignorance is the stronghold of Catholicism; en- 
lightenment is its death-warrant. The Catholic 
clergy are evidencing the same hostility shown by 
the spiritual despot on the banks of the Tiber. 
Bishop Kane, in an address at P.ttsburg, declared 
the public school system to be a divorce from moral 
and religious training. If that were true, which it 
is not, how would such a declaration sound from 
the lips of a representative of a church that for 
fifty thousand dollars suspended the laws of God

Every child grows, and if the bent is to virtue 
and righteousness he becomes stable and well devel- 
oped in noble character. Sometimes we hear of a 
very mischievous boy making a superior man, but 
that mischievous doing of childhood leaves a bitter 
taste in the mouth that is never fully gotten rid of. 

Israel goes out to battle against the Philistines. 
The Philistines were the natural enemies of Israel. 
They mancuver d against Israel, and the battle came 
on. The battle was adverse to Israel, and they 
were compelied to retire. Then comes the question 
to them, Why defeated? The form of the question 
shows the people recognized they were under God’s 
government. ‘*Wherefore hath the Lord smitten us 
to-day before the Philistines?’ I see an application 
here to a moral question that lies very near the 
hearts of many of us. It is contained in the prohibi- 
tory amendment. The advocates of the winc-cup 
represent the host aguinst those who are striving for 
its prohibition. It is the Philistines vs. Israel. I 
boldly claim a high moral character for those seek- 
ing to deliver their fellow-men from the bondage 
and ruin of strong drink. They have j»ined battle 
in Pennsylvania and Rhode Island, and the result 
is very sad. Would it be improper for us to ask 
this same question of Israel, ‘‘Wherefore hath the 
Lord smitten us tc-day before the Philistines?’’ 
Do not make mistake in the answer. There is a 
true cause. We may seek it, and correspond our 
future action accordingly. 

The e!ders of Israel proposed to send to Shiloh for 
the ark of the Lord. That was a mistake. They 
adepted the tactics of the enemy. Great moral ques- 
tions are not deeided by immoral processes. While 
the children of this world are wiser in their genera- 
tion than the children of light, the children of light 
are not to use dark means to carry out the work of 
truth and righteousness. The ark of the Lord had 
no place at Ebenezer. Its place was at Shiloh, in 
the tabernacle. Any exposure of it was an insult 
to Jehovah. It took the place of Jehovah, and was 
deified. It became a visible representation of Jeho- 
vah, as the Philistines carried visible representations 
of their gods at the head of their armies. The 
spirit of it violated the first commandment. 

Israel made a great shout when the ark came to 
them. It alarmed the Philistines, but did not dis- 
may them. They realized that the difficulties of 
the contest were much increased, but they were 
warlike and heroic, and had no hesitancy of con- 
tending against great odds. Israel did not need to 
send for theark. That wasaddingsintosin. They 
needed to do as in the disaster at Ai, put away the 
accursed thing. They needed to separate them- 
selves from evil, from the neglect of God’s service, 
from disobedience to his law. That would have 
corrected the whole thing. Sending for the ark 
only aggravated the evil. They trusted more in 
the religion of form than that of a holy life. 

The two armies came together again in conflict. 
Israel was overelated and overconfident. The 
ark with its priests went with them into the fight. 
The Philistines fought with most determined im- 
pulse. They were exceedingly fierce in the attack. 
Israel could not stand the severe charge they made. 
Their valor was not equal to that of the Philistines. 
Israel fought as if the victury would be an easy one. 
The Philistines fought as if the struzgle would be a 
severe one. Israel wassmitten beforethem. Thir- 
ty thousand infantry fell. Tae twosons of Eli were 
slain. And, amazing to relate, because seemingly 
so impossible, the ark of God was taken by the 
Philistines. Was there ever such a catastrophe! 
What does itmean? That holy ark, with its cheru- 
bim of gold, and its divine associations and mem- 
ories, in the hands of the Philistines! 

Has God been overcome by man? Has God lost 
his power? Is he unable to maintain the cause of 
his people Israel? No, none of these; but, Israel 
hath sinned. God sometimes permits strange provi- 
dences when we abandon him, or abuse our privi- 
leges as professir g Christians, or idolize something 
else in the place of God. There comes to us terrible 
misfortunes in the line of our religious associations. 
We become blind to our spiritual aberrations, and 
God smites us so painfully that we wonder if there 
is a suspension of the divine oversight and power. 


A man ran to Shiloh with the news of the loss of 
theark. The distance was twenty miles, and a run- 
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ner could go there in half a day or less. When the 
man came into the town and told the news every- 
thing was in confusion. The people, in the oriental 
demonstrative way, cried out loudly and violently 
with grief. Eli heard it. He was quite an old 
man and nearly blind. He asked the cause of the 
tumult. The man came to him and told him. 
When he said the ark of the Lord was taken by the 
Philistines Eli fell over backward, we may suppuse 
with a congestive chill, at the terrible news. That 
last item was like a dagger through his heart. In 
his helpless fall he broke his neck and died. What 
woe was upon Israel, the sad consequences of sin! 

Sin in the nation, sin in the family, sin in the 
Church must bring disaster. There is no such thing 
as escaping it. If the minister, or the elders, or the 
heads of the family, or the chiefs of the state wink 
at this evil, fail to reprove it severely, permit it to 
continue unchecked, ruin somewhere must follow. 
There is no help for it. God will not suffer sin 
without judgment. — 

Look around you at adverse providences. They 
may seem to touch the innocent with the guilty. 
Are any guiltless in the contest between righteous- 
ness and unrighteousness who do not with persist- 
ent resistance oppose the aggressions of evil? And 
even then all suffer in a common disaster.

ANNIVERSARY AT LUDLOW. 
Last Sunday was a memorable day in the Chris 


To any one who attended the first service, four 


the shabby, dusty room, poorly lighted and meager- 


ly furnished, served as a backgroun 1 for a handful 
of Christians, who had joined hans to build an 
altar to Gol and hold up the cross of Carist in this 


neighborhood, the sp: ctacle and events of last Sun- 
day suggested the aye of miracles. 

The chu: ch is a neat, subs‘antial structure, with 
a membership of sixty and a Sabbath-school averag- 
inga hundred members. Last Sunday, as a year 
ago, the sudiezce-room was transformed into a 
paradise of ferns and flowers. Every household in 
the church had brought the choicest and best; the 
mothers their favorite p'ants and bushels of roses, 
from every gard: n n the neighborhood, while the 
children, God bless them, had gathered from God’s 
gard«n, the meadows, the woods, and the glens, 
delicate wi'd tlowere, grasses, and ferns in the 
greatest profusion. There were fl »wers, evergreens, 
stands of blooming plants, vases, bowls, baskets, 
and boxes of every shape and bu: cies of rvses hang- 
ing from the lamps sn 1 chandeliers. On the wall, 
on either si le of the pu'pit, were the dates in ever- 
green, ‘1885 and 1889,” while directly behind the 
pulpit, aboye the flowers and the ferns and the sing- 


ing birds and the pretty, bright-faced children, who 
seemed as much a part of the picture as the flowers

The morning service was conducted by the pastor, 


Rev. Jdr. Garner. Mr. DeBra gave a history of the 
begirning of the work of which this church was the 
outgrowth; Rv. Enos Pemberten preached the 
first and second sermons on consecutive Sunday 
nigints; on the third Sunday services were conducted 
by Rev. Fitzgerald, of West Milton, and that even- 
ing Calvin Mote was present and announced 
preachers of the Christian Church for several fol- 
lowing Sandays. From that time the balance, until 
then wavering, turned towards the Christian de- 
nomination, though for many months the baby 
church was so feeble it scarcely seemed to breathe 
at all, and eve:y crJer of Christians, Quaker, 
Methodist, German R«formed, and Christian, 
telped to keep it alive. The followiog winter, Jan- 
uary, 1886, a protracted meeting opened the hearts 
and purses of the neighborhood, and they set 
themselves to build a house to the Lord. They 
have been prospered, and the church and congrega- 
tion of to day are what God has done with and for 
them. Rev. Mr. Garner followed Mr. DeBra, giv- 
ing a brief history of the Christian Church asa 
branch of the great Church of Christ, and closing 
with kind remarks about the church at Ludlow 
Falis, its history, and its work. 


Dr. Rush, of West Milton, followed Mr. Garner 


with a fifteen-minute talk on anniversaries. Since 
the protracted meeting last winter, when Dr. Rush 
held up the cross to these people night after night 
for three weeks, he has seemed very near to their 
hearts. He helped some to see Christ and accept 


him, he brought others back who had forgotten 


their first love. No wond r bis face is always wel- 
come and his words pleasant to hear. Last Sunday 


he talked straight to the point. Anniversaries, he 


said, were of Divine origin. God’s people, the 


Jews, were commanded to keep feasts and fasts in 
memory of events in their history. The world 
kept anniversaries—Christmas. New Years, Thanks- 
giving, Fourth of July. Families kept anniver- 
saries of marriage snd birthdays. They were good 
things—good as reminders of the past and of the 
future. They were milestones from which we look 
back and forward. This church could look back 
to-day to its small beginnings and struggling in- 
fancy, and forward, too, in the confideat hope of 
increased usefulness. 

His kind words fourd an echo in many hearts 
among his hearers, and when Mr. Palsgrove an- 
nounced as a closing hymn, ‘‘How firm a founda- 
tion, ye saints of the Lord,’’ every man, no matter 
to what branch of the great household of faith he 
belonged, sang with all his might and thanked God 


and took courage. 

At the children’s service in the evening the house 
was crowded. The program was good and very ef- 
fectively rendered. 

The little men and women, under the leadershi 
of Mrs. Gassett and Mrs. Clemm, showed suc 
marked improvement, both in drill and in voice 
since last Children’s Day, as to delight their friends. 

Surely, if the Christian Church at Ludlow Falls 
has just passed its fourth milestone on a 
of us-fulness, we may hope that it grow 
mightily acd multiply io its onward progress.— Ez-

Obedience is indispensable—the 
amount of the collection is a comparatively unim- 
portant question. That will regulate itself. 





EMINENT GOODNESS. 

Goodness shows itself in facial expression, the 
word spoken, and the deed performed. There is 
very much in the look bestowed, for this deter- 
mines, largely, the nature and spirit of the words 
we speak and the works we do. A scowling face 
can hardly have bick of it a sweet, tender, and 
sympathetic spirit, and from the lips of such a face 
it would be wholly unreasonable to expect words 
of tenderness, consolation, and love. Hands from 
such a body would naturally reach out in wrath, 
and works of love would be a surprising exhibition. 

Goodness, then, starts with a good face, so far as 
the eye can see, and this very good face is the 
brightest expression that can meet the human gaze. 
In its brightness it succeeds in illumining the deep- 
est darkness of the human heart. A face of such 


sunshine does not have clouds of blackness and |: 


darkness in the heart-fountain behind it. Thus the 


expression of the face determines the nature of 


the heart, for when the face is bright the heart is 
white with the heat of love. 

Some saints have been said to wear frowning 
faces, clouds gathering so thickly and deeply over 
their eyes that the sweet light of love could not 
flash through. Bat such sain‘s never were. They 


may have had the name, but they did not wear the 


nature of the saint. A sheep can not conceal its na- 
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ture, nor a goat or lion. No more can the saint, 
The sainted eye of the soul beams; forth from the 
face with a brightness and tenderness that rifts and 
melis the darkest cloud that may hover over an. 
other’s heart. 

The gocd man will look well to his face, then, 
and see that it is lighted up as the lamp of his soul, 
Radiance will be as natural to it as to the sun; it 
will be a thing of day to which no night can sue- 
ceed. Yes, eminent goodness begins its life-work 
of love by lighting with its face-light the psth- 
way of the weary wanderer. But here its work 
does not stop. Just here it fairly begins. The 
-weet face carries that key that easily cpens the 
ear—the door of the soul—and now its helpful 
words are in order. The speaker should get the 
eyes of his hearers before he begins his address, 
and, if possible, open their hearts for the words he 
is about to speak. This the go. d man does, for the 
soul has no bolts against the p‘ercing eye of perfect 
love. 

The canary will not sing with the notes of the 
mocking bird; the lamb will not bleat with the roar 
of the lion; nor will the good man open his mouth 
with wounding words. B-tter that the lips remain 
sealed in silence than that they part for words of 
discord and hate. L‘ps anointed with love, touch- 
ed with a coal from the sanctuary altar, do not pour 
out wrath as the clouds issue the thunder’s roar, 
The good man is mi'd in speech, even as h» is ten- 
der in love. His words come to the heart with 
honeyed sweetness, and with that wholesome mel- 
ody that excites the scul into de: porecstasies. The 
face of a clear sky emits no thurdercus roar; the 
storm-clouds must gather first before the heavens 
wildly mutter. But the storm-cloud may not gath- 
erin the face of the saint, in the tranquil sky of 
the Caristian’s soul. The word of wrath, there- 
fore, the volcanic passion-note, comes not from the 
lips of the good man. 

On the contrary, how helpful are his words! How 
they still into instant tranquility the unrest of the 
heart! Before them, as before another Master, the 
Galilean waves and winds of the soul are subdued 
into perfect and instant peace. A tender, sympa- 
thetic word is as oil upon the storm-toss« d wave; 
it takes the sting fcom the fury of the heart. The 
good man will look well to his words. 

And what works would y'u expect from the 
hands of that man whose face w: s the radiance of 
mid-day, and whose words carried the soul of ten- 
der sympathy for ali? Could the han‘ smite with 
‘urious blow in the light of a genial face and under 
the melting showers of tender words? Sooner ex- 
pect the sun to veil iis fuce for a day, when no 
cloud was visible, that the witers of the sea should 
change their tidal course, or that tropical summer 
should nestle in the l»p of polar winter. B tter 
waters issue not from so sweet a fountain; thistle 
find no placa on the branches of such a fig-tree. 
The good man’s hand is not lifted as by the 
winds of an angry storm, nor may a thousand bars 
of steel hold them from helpful, hearty service. 
The feet of such a man carry him about, seeking 
where and how he may d> good. His hand ex- 
tends instinctively in alleviating help, and his 
heart is warm with gladness only as it, in fullest 
consecration, is serving its fell »ws 

And now what brightens the f.ce into so genial 
a glow? what tenders the speech into such soothing 


words? what extends the hands for such willing, _ 


helpful service? It is the word of the Master's 
love as breathed furth in the spirit of his Gospel. 
Out of the Gi spel of love is born the sweet lifeof 
eminent goodness!
